peror is expected to give it his 
sanction on Sept. 14. After the 
document is signed at Changchun 
the Japanese foreign office will 
publish formal notification with 
an English translation of the text. 


BANDIT RAIDS AND TRAIN 


WRECKS NEAR HARBIN COST 
24 LIVES; MANY ARE INJURED

HARBIN, Manchuria, Sept. 12.— 


(/P)—Twenty-four persons were kill- 
ed, upwards of 70 Injured, and un- 
determined number kidnapped and 
600 fobbed in a series of three 
combination bandit r.aids and train 
wrecks near here within 24 hours. 
In addition to these casualties 
more than 200 were killed and sev- 
eral -wounded In a battle between 
Japanese troops and Chlpese ban- 
dits 60 miles farther south near 
Tahsing. 
The Japanese clashed 
with 700 bandits who we're raiding 
along the Chinese Eastern railway 


;on which the .three wrecks occur- 


Swelve passengers were killed, 
CSHJoted, and 600 robbed In the 
lit wreck when the bandits de- 
lied /the regular Changchun-Har- 


tim' wain at Shwangcheng. 
Tne 
train left Harbin late Saturday 
night. 
Six'passengers were-killed, 14 
injured and 100 kidnapped 
in a 


second-wreck of a passenger train 
Wound" for Harbin in the neighbor- 
hood of Chcngkaotze, on the East- 
ern 
Chinese Railway. 
Six Japanese were killed, several 
wounded and several others miss- 
ing 
after 
the 
derailment and 
wreck by bandits of a Japanese 
hospital train near 
Shwangchen, 
near where the first train was 
wrecked. This train was carrying 
60 Japanese-passengers 
and a 


number of sick Japanese soldiers. 
Among those aboard the 
first 
train was Henry Hilgard Villard, 
son of Oswald Garrison Villard, 
publisher of The 
Nation, 
New 
York. 
He was not injured. 


Villard saved his money and his 


passport by concealing them under 
his shirt, but all his baggage was 
stolen and-tils clothes were torn to 
shreds. Nevertheless, he went on 
toward Manchull 
by way 
of 


Changchun. 
The holdup of the train 
on 
which he was a passenger occur- 
red during the night 40 miles from 
Harbin when 50 desperadoes, hav- 
ing ripped un the rails, attacked 
when' the train struck the gap In 
the track. 


They began looting immediately, 
ignoring the cries of the dying. 
The injured lay in the wreckage 
until daylight. Those who survived 
owe their lives to the fact that 
they were in steel cars.

In another bandit raid on a 


golf course here, George C. Han- 
son, United States consul general 
and a party of British and Amer- 
icans fought their way to safety 
with their golf clubs an4 two of 
the British members of the party, 
were wounded seriously.

CARRIED OVERWHELMINGLY 


Striking Farmers Parade 


BERLIN, Sept. 12.—W— 


A communist motion of non- 
confidence in the cabinet of 
Chacellor Fraz Von Papen 
was voted by the reichstag 
today 513 to 32, with 50 
members abstaining. 


The motion was carried 


after the chancellor had promul- 
gated 
a 
decree 
dissolving 
the 
reichstang and Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering, national socialist speaker, 
had declined to enforce the De- 
cree pending action of a technic- 
ality before the house. 


Coupled with the non-confidence 


motion was a demand 'lor the 
emergency decree by which Pres- 
ident Von Hlndenburg legalised 
the economic program of Chancel- 
lor Von Papen be rescinded. 
This -dramatic turn in events 


left parliamentarians uncertain re- 
garding the exact status of the 
reichstag. 
This 
confusion was 
increased 
by Speaker Goering, who declared 
that the chancellor's decree of 
dissolution would be ignored in 
view of the fact that the govern- 
ment had already 
been 
over- 
thrown. 
In an atmosphere that was most 
tense Chancellor Von Paper ap- 
peared on the dais holding in his 
hands the decree 'of dissolution 
which "had been signed a week 
ago by President ' Von Hfhden- 
burg for just such an emergency.

ple has been in the enlarge- 
ments of the list of what 
are considered human ne- 
cessities.

PASSENGER AS PLANE HITS 
PEAK; THREE BURN TO DEATH 


EL PASO, Sept. 9.—(8>)—Tight- 
ening his safety belt saved George 
A. Davidson's life yesterday while 
his three companions on an air- 
plane trip were burned to death 
when the ship struck the side oi 
a mountain. 


Pilot W. J. (Bryant) Bobbins 


of the American Airways, his co- 
pilot, Francis W. Briggs, and Vic- 
tor Ellman of St. Louis were kill- 
ed. 
Ther plane, wrecked yester- 
day morning, was found early to- 
day by the two other American 
Airways pilots, Ira McConaughey 
and Victor Miller. 


Davidson, 
who 
lives in Rich- 


mond, Cal., was only slightly In- 
jured. 
The searchers found him 


about two miles from-the plane. 
He had stopped to build a fire be- 
cause he could not find his way 
well in the darkness and neeae* 
warmth against the chill air of 
the Guadalupe mountains where 
the ship crashed. The mountains 
are about 75 miles east of El Paso, 
• 


He said he was anxious yester- 


day as Robblns tried to pilot the 
plane over the Guadalupe chain in 
foggy weather. 
As a precaution, 


he tightened his safety "belt. When 
the plane hit the 
mountainside, 


the other three were thrown for- 
ward and probably stunned. Dav- 
jdeon's belt kept him in his seat 
and left him able to. leap from 
the plane an instant before it toqjc 
fire. 
Almost in a moment, 
tne 


other men were* burned to death 
before- his eyes. 


Unable to help them, he remain- 


ed near the plane a while and 
then started to try to make hw 
way out of the mountains. 
The 


plane struck only about 150 feet 
below the crest of one mountain. 
If it had been flying at a slightly 
greater altitude, it might nav« 
gone on to Dallas safely. At the 
time of the crash it was only qn 
hour out of El Paso. 


After the plane had been some 


hours overdue, search for it was 
begun. 
When Montgomery 
and 


Miller finally sighted the wreck- 
age, they had to fly 12 miles fur- 
ther before finding a place to 
the . rough mountain trails and 
land. They made thefr way back 
toward the wreckage on foot over 
found Davidson en route. 


Da'vidson was burned about his 


hands and face. He decided 
to 


spend the remainder of the night 
at a ranch house. The pilots re- 
turned to El Paso. 
Then, with a 


doctor and a nurse, they started 
back to the wreck early today. 


Robbins was a cousin of Reg Lv 


Robbing, who won fame In 1929 aa 
an enduurance flier. 
Reg Rob- 


bing taught his cousin to fly sev- 
eral years ago and the two barn- 
stormed together. 
Bryant 
Rob- 


bins had been a pilot for Ameri- 
can Airways since its inception as 
the Texas Air Transport. He and 
Mrs. Robbins lived with her moth- 
er, Mrs. Hanry Vaughn, at Ever- 
man. There is a son, Byron, ten 
years old.

lines for the presidential campaign 
still are far from complete, but

Mulrooney and Bronx District At- 
torney Charles McLaughlln were 
early on the scene and directed

One workman, Ted

was saved by tardiness. He ar- 
rived at the dock just a minute 
too late to make the ferry and 
was standing watching it when 
It exploded. He helped in the res- 
cue of his fellow workers. 
Captain Joseph Rogers of the 
municipal ferry Greenwich Vil- 
lage gave a graphic account of 
the explosion. 
"I heard a blast and saw the 
boat blown to smithereens," he 
said. "When the clouds of smoke 
and steam had cleared away we 
could see the passengers strug- 
gling in the water over a large 
area. Just two blocks from the 
pier where the Observation had 
backed out into the water. 
We lowered our lifeboats and 
cruised about among the wreck- 
age. We picked up four bodies 
and ten injured persons. . Other 
people were putting out in> small 
boats and they also picked up 
bodies and the injured. 
Commissioner Mulrooney com- 
mented that it was at this same 
ferry dock that In "1904 he ar- 
rested the captain of the excurr 
sion Steam General Slocum, which 


sank in Hell Gate with a loss of 
1,021 lives. 


All witnesses of the explosion 
of the Observation were taken to 
nearby police stations for ques- 
tioning. Among them was Alex- 
ander Forsythe, captain and co- 
owner of the ferry. 


"The boilers exploded," he re- 
peated over and over and that 
was the only explanation he had 
to offer. 


When the explosion occurred, 
the bodv of one workman was 
tossed 50 feet into the air and 
landed on tho roof of a building 
near' the waterfront. 


Peter Collins, a life guard at a 
summer camp, was near the pier 
and saw the explosion. He called 
workers from a nearby power- 
house and returned to the water- 
front to. give aid. 


One diver was asked for from 
the city department of docks and 
two more were requested 
from 
the Brooklyn 'navy yard. They 
were immediately dispatched. 
More than three hours after 
the explosion police said investi- 
gation, indicated tbere were 165 
men on the Observation when the 
boilers exploded. The number of 
dead was still listed at 37 at 
that time. 


The Alexander Avenue station 
reported 
to police headquarters 
that Alexander Forsythe, captain 
and co-owner of the Observation, 
who was under detention in Lin- 
coln hospital, had 
died of 
his 
injuries. 


After surveying the situation at 
the scene District Attorney Mc- 
Laughlin ordered all witnesses to 
his office, which he said would 
be headquarters for the Inquiry.

ties during the campaign. 
A resolution by Representative 
J. C- Duvall - of Fort Worth to 
authorize investigation of the elec- 
tion by a nine-member committee 
to be appointed by Speaker Fred 
Minor was tabled after a day of 
acrimonious debate. 
The action 
had the effect of killing the res- 
olution. 
The vote' was 62 to 52. Defeat 


of the resolution was attributed 
partially to a sentiment th'a an 
investigation such' as that propos- 
ed both in the house and senate 
had no place in the legislature. 
Sponsors of the senate investi- 
gation resolution had announced 
Thursday they would drop the 
proposal for a senate investiga- 
tion. 
Debate over the resolutions to 
Investigate the election has con- 
sumed a considerable ortion of 
the time of the special session of 
the legislature, convened August 
3 Oto enact relief measures, the 
senate having spent several days 
arguing the question.

WICHITA FALLS, Sept. 10.—(/P) 


—Tom Hunter, Wichita Falls at- 
torney and oil man, who ran third 
in the Texas gubernatorial race in 
the first primary, issued the fol- 
lowing statement today regarding 
the stand he will take at the state

Program This Week 


AUSTIN, Sept. 12.—(fl3)—Leaders 


In the Texas legislature, in spe- 
cial session since August 30 to 
enact relief measures, today hoped 
to have the legislative program 
completed by the end 
of this 


week. 
Tomorrow will mark the open- 
ing of the third week of the spe- 
cial session. So far, final action 
had been taken on only one of 
the three major relief proposals 
submitted by Governor H. S. Sterl- 
ing. 
The legislature had passed 
and the governor had signed a 
bill to remit the penalties and in- 
terest on delinquent taxes if paid 
before December 31, 1932. It be- 
came effective immediately. 
Part action had been taken on 
the father two relief 
proposals, 
one to provide for state assump- 
tion of interest and sinking fund 
charges on county and 
district 
bonds issued to aid state highway 


. construction and the other to re- 
v vise the banking and insurance 
laws to allow building and loan 
associations and insurance com- 
panies to invest in securities of 
the federal home loan bank. 
The senate had passed a house 
bill to authorize use of gasoline 
tax receipts to pay charges against 
county and district highway bonds. 
The 
house 
bill 
had 
been 
so 
amended that it was doubtful if 
the lower branch would accede to 
the views of the senate and would 
ask for appointment of a free con- 
berence committee. 
The most controversial amend- 


ment voted by the senate was one 
whereby the state would assume 
payment of bonds that had been 
issued to procure right of way. 
The house had refused to include 
a similar provision when the bill 
was before that body. 
The third major proposal, revis- 


ion of banking and insurance laws, 
had been passed by the senate 
and approved by a house commit- 
tee. It was likely the bill would 
be approved by the house with- 
out such debate. 
While leaders believed the legis- 
lators would adjourn on or before 
next Saturday, there were others 
who felt the session would extend 
the constitutional limit of 30 days.

were pending in both houses but 
were not expected to materially 
delay final adjournment.

the telegram was that orders had 
been issued to superintendents of 
the company instructing them to 
withdraw the offer of the Humble 
Pipe Line company to store oil 
produced in the fields arid to run 
the Humble Pipe Line only 50 
per -cent of the allowable set by 
the commission. The superintend- 
ents also were instructed, Allred 
stated, to purchase only 50 per
